A new candidate for public favor ia 


Dawfnskie island, ono of the islands 
not far distant from Savannah and one 
nf tho most interesting historically. 
Dawfuskio is tho Indian name of the 
island. It is some six miles in length 
and four miles in width, noted for its 
fish, oysters and crabs and famous of 
late years for its deer hunting. The In- 
flians were very partial to it—that is, 
judging from tho monnds, tomahawks, 
arrowheads and other relics of that 
race which arc still to be found on the 
island. It is the eoutheasternmost point 
of South Carolina, and directly oppo- 
site Tybea island, ajid in what was 
formerly known as Sfc. Luke's parish, 
Beaufort district, but now legally desig- 
nated as Yemassee township, Beaufort 
county. 


Tho island was at one timo the prop- 


erty of the Mongin family, who settled 
it about 1750, and up to tha ^beginning 
of the late war it was divided into sev- 
eral plantations and had a population, 
in addition to the planters' families, of 
about 1,500 slaves. Several places on 
tho island are still owned by the de- 
scendants of the Mongins, Bloody Point 
by Mr. Mongin Stoddard and Molrose 
by Mr. Alfred H. Stoddard. 


The following story of Dawfnskie is- 


land appeared in Tho Morning News of 
June 24, 1873, and is all of its early 
history that can be found: 


"The massacre of Bloody Point, 


though previous to the Revolutionary 
war, is still interesting as relating to 
tho ancient history of St, Luke. Tho 
islands of Port Royal and St. Helena 
were pretty thickly settled with white 
population when Hilton Head, Dow 
Dusky, Pinckney and tho other uejgh- 
boriug islands were held in possession 
by a few isolated Indians or were alto- 
gether uninhabited. Thoy formed a kind 
of neutral ground between the white 
and red men. The Indians frornGeorgin 
were in the haljit of making frequent 
inroads upon tho white settlements, 
killing the inhabitants and carrying off 
whatever plunder they could gather, to 
their remoter homes in the farther south. 
They formed largo war parties and 
would proceed as far north as Hilton 
Head. Here they would skulk about till 
a fair chacco offered, when they would 
cross Broad river and ravage the neigh- 
boring settlements; hence tho name of 
Skulk creek (and not Skull, as is now 
written). 


' 'Tho Indians were in the habit of re- 


turning to Skulk creek after these in- 
vasions and would elude pursuit among 
its numerous nooks and windings. tJpoii 
one of these occasions, after having 
committed a number of murders and 
having loaded their canoes with what- 
ever plunder they were able to collect, 
having secured a quantity of "fire wa- 
ter," it is presumed, from tho sequel, 
they passed through Skulk creek on 
their return south without stopping ir 
their old haunts nnd never halted until 
they reached Dow Dusky, where they 
thought they would he beyond the reach 
of the whites. 


' 'A very strong and determined party 


of whites went iu pursuit of them. On 
reaching Hilton Head they learned from 
a fetv Incli;ms of r. friendly tribe that 
their enemies had not halted, but had 
proceeded ou south. Haying induced 
these friendly Indians to join them as 
guides, they continued thcdr pursuit 
farther south. Yvh™ ihny had gene on 
as far as Di-.v,- LV.r-ky, they discovered 
from the fimofcu < f their e:unp that the 
Indiana had huitecj at' tho 'southeast

shower of bullets was tho first intima- 
tion they had of the presence of an en- 
emy. 
They were shot down, bayoneted, 


sabered and were finally driven into the 
sea. 


"The surprise was complete; the mas- 


sacre was dreadful; the white sands 
were crimsoned with blood, and the 
earth was strewn with wounded, dying 
and dead. A few, very few, escaped by 
swimming, some to the opposite marsh, 
and one swam entirely over to Tybee, a 
distance of three miles. From the dread- 
ful carnage at this spot it received the 
name of Bloody Point, which it retains 
to this time, it being the extreme south- 
eastern point of South Carolina. After 
this decisive victory the settlements to 
tho north of Broad river 'received, no. 
further mplestntion from the southern 
Indians, and soon after Hiltoii Head it- 
self began to be settled by the whites. 
The Indians who escaped, having col- 
lected after a lapse of some time, re- 
turned to Hilton Head, and, finding 
only two of tho tribe who had guided 
the whites in their pursuit, avenged tha 
downfall of their pwn tribe by destroy- 
ii:<: both of them. They then returned 
if-uth and were lost sight of ever after.

The New York World, like all gold 


trust papers, whether Democratic or 
Republican, is opposed to the election 
of William J. Bryan to the Presidency. 
It f ears,however,that the acts of the gold 
gamblers will elect him and embraces 
the opportunity afforded by the organ- 
ization of a Wall Street Bankers and 
Brokers' McKmley Club to say BO. It 
tells these money sharks that if they 
hope for the success of the gold stand- 
ard they mast secretly work for Mc- 
Kinley because the masses of the peo- 
ple will oppose anything they want on 
the general principle that what they 
desire is not for the benefit of the 
country. Here is one of the sentences 
which the World uses ia an article on 
these gold jugglers: 


" It is -you, gentlemen of the gambling 


exchanges, manipulators of money 
corners, organizers of swindling trusts, 
wreckers of railroads, sheareis of 
Iambs, tax dodgers and absorb'irs of 
money that you never earned, who have 
done more than all the ignorant 
blundering at Washington and all the 
demagogogy at the South and West to 
raise the specter of anarchy and Popu 
lism at which you now stand afrighted." 


At the general election in 1894 there 


were four State tickets in the field in 
Nevada. 
These were the Silver party, 


the Kepnblican, the People's party and 
thb Democratic. 
The Silver party 


elected every candidate, Newlands re- 
ceiving a plurality of 1,817 for Con- 
gress and Jonas a plurality of 1,362 for 
Governor. For Justice of the Supreme 
Court and Lieutenant Governor, Bon- 
nifield had a olear majority of 1,320 for 
Justice, and Sadler a majority of 1,879 
for Lieutenant Governor, piovmg that 
tbe silver men had a majority over all 
the other parties in the State. 


The Populists claimed to be aa loyal 


to silver as the Silver party, as did also 
many of the Democrats, though the 
platform of the latter indorsed Cleve- 
land's administration. Now the Silver 
men, the Populists and the Democrats 
have nominated W. J. Bryan for Presi- 
dent on au unequivocal free coinage 
platform and one which also declares 
against the railroad funding bill. The 
Democratic and National Silver party 
conventions nominated Arthur Sewall 
of Maine for Vice President and tbe 
Populists nominated Thomas E. Wat- 
son of Georgia for the same office. 
This is the only material difference be- 
tween them. As three-fourths or more 
of the Populists in this State left the 
old parties four years ago and assisted 
in organising the Silver party with 
which they now differ in no essential 
particular, except in name, and in tiiis 
county the silver men supported the 
Populist local ticket, there should be 
no great difficulty in uniting their 
forces as well as all who are for Bryan, 
against the common enemy which is 
intent on maintaining the gold stand- 
ard and making the United States a 
financial dependency o° the gold gam- 
blers of Europe. 


Why not effect a fusion of the Silver

Fire Companies of Militia lit tbe Broivn 


Workx, 


CLEVELAND, August 3,—The labor sit- 


uation in this city is again critical. A 
hundred and fifty non-union men wtnt 
to work at the Brown Hoisting Works 
this morning guarded by four compa- 
nies of militia and a large force of po- 
lice. A big crowd of union men were 
present, but no outbreak occurred. The 
police and the soldiers kept the strik- 
ers moving. 
A sympathetic strike, 


threatened ever since the strike at the 
Brown Company's works began eleven 
weeks ago, was inaugurated 
this 


morning. 
Eighty-seven 
men

by 
the 
Van 
Wagner & 


Williams Company,hardware manufact- 
urers, laid down 
their 
tools and 


walked out. They say that then only 
grievance was sympathy with 
the 


Brown Company's men. 
Committees 


were sent to other factories to notify 
the men that, they were called out. 
The le-d^r of the Va'i Wagner st-ikers 
said ttiat they would demand of Mayor 
McKizzen tbat tbe non-unionists be 
disarmed. 
If this is refused tbe strik- 


ers will arm themselves and compel 
the non-unionista to give up their 
weapons by force if necessary. 


Shortly before noon Director of 


Police Abbott ordered another com- 
pany of militia to the Brown works, 
making five companies in all. The 
Director said he had received private

Tho people in the eastern part of Ne- 


vada, according to the Eureka Sentinel, 
Piocbe .Record and other papers, are 
opposed to county conventions for the 
nomination of local officers. Under 
the provisions of the election laws of 
this State any person who desires to bo 
u candidate for office may have bis 
name placed on the official ballot by 
filing with the County Clerk a certifi- 
cate of nomination signed by at least 
ten per cent of the vote cast at the pre- 
ceding election in the political division 
for which the nomination is to be 
made. This enables any citizen, who 
aspires to office and thinks he can be 
elected, to get hist name before the peo- 
ple regardless of -what conventions may 
do. 


As many hava learned by experience 


the most popular and best qualified 
candidates for the offices to which they 
aspire are frequently defeated by com- 
binations in county conventions. The 
Australian ballot law makes the candi- 
date entirely independent of the con- 
Tention as it gives him opportunity to 
get bis name on the official ballot. Tbe 
plan baa given general satisfaction in 
tbe localities in which it has been tried 
and any person who can hope to be 
elected should bare no trouble in get- 
ting the required number of voters to 
certify bis name to the County Clerk. 
Very many favor the adoption of this 
method in Washoe county and dispens- 
ing with conventions which are too

A PHYSICIAN TEU3 OF THE CON- 


STRUCTION AND OPERATION. 


The Apparatu* In Very Simple tad Inex- 


penilve, bnt Attendance !• Costly—In 
Addition to Saving a Life, Each Inonba- 
tlon Contributes UMfnl Knowledge. 
In sharp contrast to the lavish reck- 


lessness with which noble, splendid 
lives arc often sacrificed to some futile, 
ignoble cause, is the infinite vigilance 
and care, tho ingenuity and skill that 
ore sometimes expended upon preserving 
and fanning into flame a little spark 
that has hardly attained the dignity of 
being called a life. 


Doubtless most are familiar with the 


metal receptacle 4 by 9, standing on 
four logs about waist high, with a small 
water pipe and heating apparatus on 
ouo side and a cold air pipe and addi- 
tional apparatus on the other known as 
the infant incubator. But perhaps few 
realize the patient skilled watching and 
tho consequent expense necessary to the 
bringing forward of the little inmate, 
until it shall be able to take its place in 
tho world as n real "live and kicking" 
baby. 


At the first appearance upon life's 


stage of this speck of humanity "scarce 
half made up," it is swathed in a bun- 
dle of absorbent cotton and laid in its 
little nest, with nothing to distract its 
attention but a perfectly accurate ther- 
mometer, to which it, however, seems 
wholly indifferent. The glass lid is thvsn 
almost closed. Experience has taught 
the physicians that it is better to leave 
it open a littlo space. A trained nurse 
at once takes her place by the side of 
this unique object and keeps constant 
guard over temperature, conditions of 
air, etc. Absolute quiet and a subdued 
light are among the requirements. The 
temperature may range from 90 to 98 
degrees. In cases of low vitality it is 
kept at 98, and with the most robust ia 
ue\ er allowed to go below 90 degrees. 
Then every hour the little charge must 
be fed. This is sometimes accomplished 
by means of a dropper, but more often 
a littlo rubber tube is passed through 
tho month and esophagus into the stom- 
ach, raid into this tube is slowly poured 
a drum, about a teospoouful, of pre- 
pared food. Thus in the 24 hours about 
thice ounces of food are absorbed. This 
food is made after a formula arranged 
by a most expert chemist and changes 
fiom day (o day according to the devel- 
opment of tho baby. 


Every UG hours (he little gown of ab- 


Borbert cotton is exchanged for a per- 
fccllj fresh one of the same material. 
Tho food and clothing of this embryo 
personage are not, therefore, great bills 
of expanse, but its lodgings, its physi- 
cian and nurses make up a pretty sum 
for its indulgent parents. 


It will easily be seen that the only 


rcqniiemeuts for raising a baby in an 
uicuoator are a perfectly even, high 
temperature, pure air and n food the 
ueaiost approach possible to its natural 
food. Bat simple as this sounds it has 
Uxed every resource of the best engi- 
neering and sanitary authorities, tho 
finest bacteriologists and chemists in 
(ho countiy to arrive at the present 
stato of advancement. An incubator as 
it is now perfected costs about 8300. A 
few firms have them to rent, and as the 
demand for them is naturally small one 
may bo rented at any time, 


Dr. Eotcb, who is responsible for 


many of the recent improvements of the 
incubator, has been very successful in 
its use. He insists upon having always 
two trained nurses, so that no moment 
may there be the risk pf p change in 
conditions which might turn the scale 
the wrong way. This of itself means 
$50 a week, and tho timo of incubation 
is usually from two months to ten 
weeks. But the baby so saved comes in 
time to be quite the equal of his fellows 
who followed the good, old fashioned 
ways. 


Hospitals cannot boast as great suo- 


ce a from their experience with incn- 
t,.iors, although several include one 
a.aong their appliances. In the first 
place it is often a case where the tiny 
Mohaminod must go to tho mountain, 
and it is almost impossi [>]•.• to accomplish 
thia without seme little rrpoinro. Then 
in most cases the child hjid not only 
,'icu:alnro birth to struggle with, but 
V v c i ! lector cf having come from ill 
ji a uninitu, badly nourished and often 
inlemijerato parents. Besides, no nnrse 
m a hos.pii.-il, no score of uarses, can so 
jii(uic;o chat one phall always have an 
oyo on tho thermometer) and the 00 or 
nioio full blown babies will not upon 
demand lefrain their voices from weep- 
ing tnU of consideration for the sensi- 
tiveness of their delicate little comrade. 


The hospital people are sometimes 


naked why they make so great an effort 
to save the lives of these poor little 
creatures who, at the best, must enter 
the raco of life fearfully handicapped,

they may be able to save many a life 
nearer home. Besides, who can foretell 
whether the tiny atom may not turn out 
a Lincoln or a Wagner as well as a com- 
monplace Smith or Jones?—M. D. in 
Chicago Record.
